1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 4, 6 through 1 0, 1 2, 1 4, 1 5, 1 7 through 21 and 27 through 30 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Farquhar in view of Miller 
'681 both of record. 

Farquhar teaches everything except the carton having at least one arcuate 
corner and an aperture at a juncture of the arcuate corner with a side of the 
carton. 

Miller '681 teaches such a dispensing carton with at least one arcuate corner 58 
(see Fig. 3 and Fig. 5). Miller '681 also shows an aperture on each side of each 
rounded corner. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the carton 
of Farquhar with at least one arcuate corner and to have apertures at the arcuate 
corners as taught by Miller '681 . 

3. Claims 25 and 26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 2,5,11,13,16 and 22 through 24 are allowed. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 January 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant has argued that Miller '681 teaches away from a 
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dispenser opening which is at least in part defined by a tear line through the end wall as 
in claims 1 and 12, therefore; a person of ordinary skill upon reading Miller '681 would 
be discourage from following such a path or would be led away from a dispenser 
opening defined in the end wall. While the examiner concedes that Miller '681 may lead 
away from positioning the dispensing opening in the manner characterized in applicant's 
remarks, Miller '681 has not been employed for such teachings. The examiner has 
employed Miller '681 to show that it is know to round the corners of the type shown both 
in Miller '681 and Farquhar an that at such rounded corners apertures may be provided 
in order to observe the contents of the carton. As both Miller '681 and Farquhar are 
dispensing cartons, it is the examiner's position the references are properly combinable.
